WESTERN CHARACTERS.
DENVER. Jane 20, 1530,

I know it isnot quite correct to speak of thi
region =s ** Weatern, sceing that it is io fact the
center of North Ameries sad very elose to its back-
Lone.  Sull, as the terms “* Lastern” and * West.
* pr1" are conventional and relative—Castine being
“Western” te a Blueoose aod Carson Valley
“ Eastern” to 3 Californina—1 take the responsi-
Lility of grouping eertain characters 1 hase aoted
on the Plains and in or sbout the Monatsins as
“Western,” begging that most respectshle region
waich liea east of the Daifalo rapgs—also that por-
tion which e« west of the Colomdo—to axcuse
the liberty.

The first circumstnnce that strikes a stranger
traversing this wikd eountry is the vagraut o
atipcts and habits of the grest msjority of its dens-
rens—perhaps 1 should say, of the Awmericsa peo
ple generally, &s exbibited hars. Among any ten
who sou sucevssively meet, there »ill be natives of
New-Fogland, New-York, Peassyivania, Virginia
or Georgia, Olio or Inaians, Keotucky or Missoun
France, Gormans, and perbapelreland. But worse
thaa this: vou canpot entera eircle of a dozen
persens of whom at least three will not have spent
some years o Culifornie, two or thres have made
elaims snd built eabivs in Kavsas or Nebraska, and
at least one spent s year or =0 in Texas  Boston,
New-York, Philadelphis, New-Ocleans, St Louis,
Cigeinnaty, have al eontributed theie guota toward
peopling the new Gold Regon. The uext wman you
meatdriving an ox team and white as a miller with
dust, is prabubly su ex-basker or doctor, a broken
merchast or wanufactuzer from the old States,
who has soraped togethvr the eandlownds charita-
hiv or contemptrousiy allowed Lim by his creditors
on settlement, aod risked them on 4 st desperato
enst of the dice by eoming hither.  Ex-aditors, ex-
printers, ex-clerks, e vsteamboat men, sre here o
abuninger—sll oo the keen hurt fortbe zold which
only a fow will eecure. One of the stations at
which we slept ea our way up—the rough tent
with & cheering hope (sinee hlasted ) of a log house
in the near future—was kept by an exliwyer of
Cincinnat! and his wife, an exactress from our
New York Dowery—she being cook.

The old Monutaiseers forin o easte by themselves,
sud they prize the distioetion.

ren here, amd heve expect to live sl die,  Some
of these buve socnmuleted property acd cash to
the value of S200,00, which swovat will not
ensily be reduced, an they are frunl in everything
(Naguor sometimes excepted), spend bat o pittance
on the elotbiny of their families, truat lictle, Keep
sniall stoeks of goode, and sell ot large profits
Othors come yenrs apo from the States, asme of
